FBI: Suspect planned 
to attack tourist site 
in San Francisco

Several months ago, the 
FBI became interested in 
the Facebook account of 
Everitt Aaron Jameson, a 26- 
year-old Modesto tow truck 
driver and former Marine. 

Acting on tips from an in- 
formant, authorities said 
they saw that Jameson 
“liked” and “loved” pro-Is- 
lamic State and pro-terror- 
ism Facebook posts. In the 
coming weeks, the FBI al- 
leged, Jameson would plot a 
Christmas suicide terror at- 
tack on San Francisco’s Pier 
39, apopular tourist destina- 
tion. 

“He had been there be- 
fore and knew that it was a 
heavily crowded area,” an 
FBI affidavit filed Friday 
said. “Jameson explained 
that he also desired to use 
explosives, and described a 
plan in which explosives 
could ‘tunnel’ or ‘funnel’ 
people into a location where 
Jameson could inflict casu- 
alties.” 

Authorities announced 
terrorism charges against 
Jameson on Friday. His al- 
leged plot comes as Islamic 
State has called for attacks 
on Western cities around the 
holidays. 

The arrest of Jameson 
highlights a larger concern 
about the radicalization of 
U.S. residents by terrorist 
groups. It comes just weeks 
after attacks in New York 
City. 

Authorities alleged in 
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of economic pressure can 
force the isolated country to 
reverse course on its nuclear 
weapons program. 

The sanctions, proposed 
by the United States and 
adopted by a vote of 15-0, 
were the third imposed this 
year in an escalating effort to 
force the North into negotia- 
tions. China and Russia 
joined in the vote, in a strik- 
ing display of unity, but only 
after the Trump administra- 
tion agreed to soften a cou- 
ple of provisions.

San Diego experienced 
strong job gains in Novem- 
ber as the county’s still-fall- 
ing jobless rate dipped to 3.4 
percent, marking the lowest 
level in 18 years. 

In all, employers in the 
county added a solid 4,900 
jobs between October and 
November, which followed a

strong gain of 4,800 jobs in 
the prior month, according 
to labor data released Fri- 
day by the state Employ- 
ment Development Depart- 
ment. 

The numbers, adjusted 
for seasonal swings, are a 
heartening sign that San Di- 
ego’s employment trends 
are showing momentum, 
along with the rest of the 
state and nation, said Lynn 
Reaser, chief economist of 
the Fermanian Business & 
Economic Institute at Point 
Loma Nazarene University. 

The 3.4 percent rate is the 
lowest since December 1999, 
when it was 3 percent, 
Reaser calculated. 

“This was the best back- 
to-back performance that 
we have seen all year,” she 
said.

WHAT THE HECK WAS THAT?

What sparked the Lilac fire this 
month in North County may never be 
known. 

Cal Fire and County Fire Author- 
ity Chief Tony Mecham said investi- 
gators know exactly where the Lilac 
fire began off the west side of Inter- 
state 15 on Dec. 7, roughly a half-mile 
south of state Route 76. 

“We’ve narrowed it down to a one- 


square-foot area where it started, but 
we didn’t find anything,” Mecham 
said Friday. “There was nothing there 
that we could tie to a heat source.” 

There were no electric lines in the 
area, no lightning and no evidence of 
an arson device or a cigarette butt or 
carbon from a vehicle’s exhaust, he 
added. 

“Unless we get a tip through the 
public or some other type of follow- 
up, we may never know.” 


Numerous motorists who saw the 
fire when it was very small have come 
forward, but none has told author- 
ities they saw any vehicle or person 
near the point of origin. 

Mecham said it’s very possible 
that whoever started the fire has no 
idea they are responsible. He said 
perhaps a truck dragging a metal 
chain that was throwing off sparks 
could have started the blaze, which
